WASHINGTON, April 9.—The House 
of Representatives began voting on the 
final passage of the Payne tariff bill 
at 3:04 p. m., after spending the entire 
morning in debate. 

The committee amendments to the 
Payne bill, with the exception of those 
affecting tea, coffee, barley and barley 
malt, were adepted in a lumreand with- 
out division. 

It adopted the committee amendment 
placing tea on the free list without re- 
striction. 

Before beginning the final vote on the 
bill the House, in committee of the 
adopted an amendment offered 
by Chairman Payne of the Ways and 
Means Committee, placing petroleum 
and its products on the free list. 

Before this the bill had placed a 1 per 
cent ad valorem tax on petroleum. 
ganization were to get a 2% per cent ad 
valorem duty on oil. This was defeated 
and the duty was fixed 
ago at 1 per cént. Today this also was 
removed. 

The committee amendments increasing

SPOKANE, Wash., April 9.—Advance 
sheets of the new criminal code,

LYONS, N. Y., April 9.—The proésecu- 
tion rested this morning in the case of 
Mrs. Georgia Allyn Sampson, on trial 
for the murder of her husband, a 
nephew of the former rear-admiral. The 
attorneys for the defense at once moved 
that the indictment be dismissed on the 
ground that the State had failed to es- 
tablish its case. Judge Rich denied the 
motion and said that the jury must pass 
upon the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused. 

Albert E. Hopkins, a Palmyra photog- 
rapher, the first witness for the de- 
fense, identified pictures of the Allyn 
farmhouse. Hopkins Was not cross-ex- 
amined, and Frank S. Allyn, brother of 
the defendant, followed. He testified 
to the difference in the ‘interior ar- 
rangements of the house at the time 
Hopkins’ photographs’ were taken and at 
the time of the tragedy. The defense 
called Dr.-C. Lewis Hall, as a gunshot 
wound expert. 


New Theory by Defense. 
Dr. Hall swore that he had discovered 


a nail in the pantry of the Allyn home 
upon which, if the gun were hung by 
the trigger-guard it could be exploded 
by a person pulling it toward him. A 
gun fired in this manner, he swore, 
would necessarily stain the sleeve of a 
man doing the shooting.

Mrs. Sampson, a wreck of the bundle 
of nerves that had won her the sym- 
pathy of most of Wayne County, broke 
down last night after the trial closed 
for the day., “O, if they would only 
let me take Ane stand,’’ she sobbed, as 
she threw herself across the bed in her 
little room in Sheriff Collins’ homelike 
jail and sobbed convulsively.

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Chemist, Dying After Opera- 
tion at St. Anthony’s Sud- 
denly Regains Strength, 





FALSE NOTICES . ISSUED 


Professor 
Said to Have Died From 
Abdominal Trouble. 


H. August Hunicke, chemist for the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, 
and former professor of chemistry at 
Washington University, committed sui- 
cidg by leaping from a third-story win- 
dcw, at St. Anthony's Hospital, Grand 
avenuoc and Chippewa street. 

Notices of his death. given out on 
Tuesday morning, a few hours after 


he took his life, stated that he died as 
the result of an operation for abdomi- 
nal trouble. 

Hunicke’s plunge to death occurred 
just after the operation had been per- 
formed and he had been taken to his 
room from the operating table. His vi- 
tality was so low that it was believed 
he had enly a few minutes to live. 

It was not thought that he had power 
to move hand or foot, although he was 
conscious and apparently rational. 

Strength Suddenly Returned. 

Miss Josephine Otto, the nurse, 
told Dr. Carriere that she had 
been sponging Hunicke with alco- 
hol. Turning to place the bottle on 
the table, her attention was diverted 
from Hunicke for an instant. She heard 
a noise. Looking back, she saw Hu- 
nicke raising the window. Before she 
could reach him he had leaped head- 
leng to the ground. His skull and beth 
arms were fractured and he died a few 
minutes later. 

The fact that it was a suicide was 
concealed from the police and from all 
officials except Deputy Coroner Car- 
riere, who said Friday that he first per- 
mitted Dr. L. H. Hempelman of 3669 
Cook avenue to issue a death certificate, 
but that he later insisted that suicide be 
officially stated as the cause of death 
when the burial certificate was made 
out. 

No Official Report Made. 

No official report of the suicide for 
the information of the press was issued 
at the Coroner’s office at the time. 

Hunicke lived at 3632 Victor street and 
was a cousin of Miss Paula Diekmann 
of 3635 Victor street, who shot herself 
and died several weeks later at the 
same hospital from the window of which 
Hunicke jumped. — 

Until the publication of the burial per- 
mit the effort to keep the suicide a se- 
cret was successful. 

When Deputy Coroner Carriere was 
asked about it Friday, he said: 

‘“Hunicke had just been operated on 
and his condition was such that he 
could not have lived long. Apparently 
he could not survive the shock of the 
operation. He jumped from the window 
and killed himself. 

“Dr. Hempelmann came to me and 
asked me to let him issu ea burial 
certificate. I took his statement and 
that of the nurse. I at first agreed 
that he might issue a certificate as the 
physician who attended Hunicke in his 
last illness, but after some though I de- 
cided that the direct cause of death 
must be stated... 

Obituary Notices Wrong. 

“I don’t know why the information 
was not given to the press. I believe 
the record of the case was placed op 
the file containing information which is 
to be given out. If it wasn’t, I don’t 
know why.”’ 

Friends of the family gave out obitu- 
ary notices of the chemist’s death and 
these were printed in several newspa- 
pers, the statement that death resulted 
from and operation being accepted with- 
out question. 

Hunicke was one of the best-known 
chemists in the West. While a profes- 
sor at Washington University he wrote 
several books on chemistry and these 
&re still regarded as standard works on 
the subject. 

Hospital Attaches Silent. 

At the Hunicke home Friday a young 
woman who answered the door said that 
no member of the family was there and 
that information must be looked for at 
St. Anthony’s Hospital. 

At the hospital the sister in charge 
referred the reporter to tne Hunicke 
family. 

“The Coroner has my statement in re- 
card to that case,’’ said Dr. Hempelnian,. 
‘s Teceived permission to issue a buria:

Hitcheock of St. Louis, Secretary of the 


Interior under Presidents McKinley and 
Roosevelt and famed as the prosecutor 
of land grabbers, died at ll a. m. today 
at the home of his son-in-law, Com- 
mander W. 8S. Simms of the Navy, here. 

Mr. Hitchcock had been ill for sey- 
eral weeks. He contracted a severe 
cold in St. Louis. His condition became 
serious and he hurried to Washington 
to place himself in the hands of spe- 
clalists who had attended him during 
his offieial career here. He suffered 
from a complication of kidney, heart 
and pulmonary diseases. Ever since he 
reached here he has been confined to 
his bed and constantly attended by 
physicians and trained nurses. 

At the bedside when the end came 


ters, Lieutenant Commander Sims and 
a nephew, George C. Hitchcock of St. 
Louis. The body will be taken to St. 
Louls tomorrow, arriving there Sunday 
night. The funeral will be held Mon- 
day, the interment being at the Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery in St. Louis, 

His passing marked the close of a 
career whose pre-eminent feature was 
an adminjstration of the Interior De- 

rtment that stirred the Westefn land 
problems as never before. 

Famous in Land Eraud Cases, 

Brought here from St. Petersburg, 
where he had served as Ambassador 
under an appointment of President Mc- 
Kinley, Mr. Hitchcock was almost im- 
mediately plunged into a vortex of com- 
plications growing out of vast frauds, 
charges of fraud and countercharges 
growing out of the acquirement of pub- 
lic lands in the Western States. 
Mr. Hitchcock directed the most 
sweeping investigations, arousing the 
enmity of powerful political interests. 
That work is recalled today as one of 
the most unswerving and relentless in- 
quisitions in the annals of Government 
prosecutions. 


Came to St. Louis in 1851. 

Mr. Hitchcock was bern in Mobile, 
Ala., Sept. 19, 1835. His father had 
gone there as a young man from Bur- 
lington, Vt., and had bece Chief Jus- 
tice of the Alabama Supreme Court. The 
Hitchcock family was prominent in Ver-| 
mont and Mr. Hitchcock was a descend. 
ant of Ethan Allen, the Revolutionary 
hero. 

Mr. Hitchcock returned to New En- 
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gland when a boy, his father having 
died when he was 5 years eld. He was 
educated at New Haven, Conn. 

After finishing hig school course he 
came to St. Louis, in 1851. His fath- 
r‘s family was then here and he re- 
ained here in business until 1860.

HIS FUE IN A 
DEATH VENDETTA 


Salvatore Ferlossa Unable to 
Find Man He Had Grudge 
Against. 











TOOK NEXT OF KIN 





Landlord’s Only Offense Was 
Relationship to Louis 
Macaluso.

The vendetta of Sicily was wrought by 
Salvatore Ferlossa on Sam Macaluso, 
whom he waylaid and shot in the hall- 
way of his home at 5048 Daggett avenue, 
on “Dago Hill."”” Macaluso died at the 
City Hospital at 2:30 a. m. Friday, four 
hours after Ferlossa had fired three 
bullets into his body. Ferlossa is a fu- 
gitive. | 

Against Sam Macaluso Ferlossa had 
ro grievanee.: All their acquaintances 
had thought them friends. But against 
Louis Macaluso, Sam’s brother, Fer- 
lessa cherished a bitter grudge. Unable 
to find Louis after a search lasting 
three weeks, he took vengeance on the 
nearest of ‘kin. 

Louis Macaluso, five weeks ago, shot 
Salvatore Ferlossa through the rizht 
arm. The men had been friends and 
roommates, living in a room ever Sam 
Macaluso’s grocery on ‘“Dago Hi'!l,”’ 
Their quarrel was due to drink. 

Ferlossa, believing himself to be more 
eerlously wounded than he really was, 
aas hastened to the City Hespital after 
the shooting. When he got out of the 
hespital after a stay of nearly two 
weeks, he returned to the neighborhood 
anc inquired for Louis. * 

‘He has gone,’’ was all anyone would 
teli him. 


Searched for Assailant, 


Ferlossa went back to his old room- 
ing place, over the grocery. He greet- 
ed Sam Macaluso in a friendly manner. 
He was so cordial*that the apprehen- 
sion of the grocer and his wife was 
removed. 

For three weeks Ferlossa silently pur- 
sued his search for the man who had 
shot him. He listened, at the family 
table, for any chance word which might 
give him a hint as to where Louis had 
gone. But if Macaluso and his wife 
knew where the missing brother was, 
they kept the knowledge to themselves. 

To Ferlossa, it seemed that there 
Was a plot to thwart him of the re- 
venge justly due him. He grew resent- 
ful, yet to**his landlord he still pre- 
sented a friendly face. 

Ferlossa ate and drank with Maca- 


customers in the grocery Thursday 
night. Shortly before closing time he 
excused himself. 


Takes His Revenge. 


When Macaluso, at 10:30 p. m., climbed 
the stairs to his rooms over the grocery, 
the door of Ferlossa’s room opened sud- 
denly. 

“I take my revenge!” cried Ferléssa 
in his native tongue, and he fired three 
shots. The bullets all entered the gro- 
cer’s body, and he fell at the head of 
the stairs. His wife,and two little boys 
ran out in their night clothes. 

To Dr. Freund, whe treated him be- 
fore his removal to the hospital, Maca- 


‘}luso told, in the few words of English 


at his command, the story of the ven- 
detta. 

Sergt. Dempsey and three patrolmen 
sought through the “Dago Hill” neigh- 
borheod Friday for Ferlossa. He was 
employed in the clay pits near by, and 
is described as 5 feet 10 inches in height, 
smooth shaven, wearing a light brown 
sult, a black derby hat’ and a green 
tie. Because of his small knowledge 
of English, it is not believed that he 
would go where he could not find peo- 
ple of his own country. 

Ferlossa and Louis Macaluso were 
fellow workmen.

Circuit Attorney Acts in Night 
Proceeding to Block 3- 
Cent Fare. 





JEFFERSON CITY, April 9.—That 
Congress will be asked to direct an in- 
vestigation of the Missouri rate situa- 
tion by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and that the circuit attorneys 
throughout the State should institute 
suits similar to that filed at St. Louis 
last night, asking for an injunction 
against the announced increase in pas- 
senger fares, were dicta of Gov. Had- 
ley today in a discussion of the latest 
steps taken by the State to avoid the 
enforcement of the new schedules. 

“I fee] that it is unfair for the rafl- 
roads to attempt to impose upon the 
people of Missouri a higher rate than 
is charged in the contiguous and sparse- 
ay settled states of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Iowa and Nebraska,”’ said the Govern- 
or. “Therefore, I have today forward- 
ed to Senators Warner and Stone and 
to Representatives Clark and Bartholdt 
figures showing the disproportionately 
high earnings on interstate traffic in 
Missouri as compared with the earnings 
on State traffic, in order that Congress 
may, through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, institute an investigation. 

“I have also presented the matter to 
the State Warehouse and Railroad Com- 
missioners. 

“Suits similar to that instituted by the 
Circuit Attorney in St. Louis should 
be begun by prosecuting attorneys 
throughout the State who are not par- 
ties to the case in the Federal Court. 

“The theory upon which these cases 
can rest is that a railroad corporation, 
when it is permitted to do business in 
this State, makes a contract with the 
State that it will obey the constitutien 
and laws, and if it violates this con- 
tract, it can be enjoined from doing se.” 


HADLEY BLOCKS THREE-CENT 
RATE WITH STATE INJUNCTION 


The railroads of Missouri, eighteen of 
them, which had announced their inten- 
tion of putting a 3-cent trip-ticket rate 


into effect at midnight Friday, have 
found themselves unexpectedly outgen- 
eraled by Gov. Hacley, who, acting 
through Circuit Attorney Jones of St. 
Louis, obtained a State injunction re- 
straining the roads from carrying out 
their plans. 

The railroads had expected any hostile 
meve to come from Atterney-General 
Major at Jefferson City, but everything 
was quiet, apparently, at’ the Attorney- 
General’s office. The railroads seemed 
to have good reason for believing they 
could put the rate back to 3 cents with- 
out a fight. 

Meanwhile John Kennish, Insurance 
Commissioner, and Rush C. Lake, Gov. 
Hadley's private secretary, both assist- 
ants in Hadley’s effice when he was 
Attorney-General, came to St. Leuis 
quietly Thursday afternoon and met Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones. 

,About 8 p. m. a petition for an in- 
junction, prepared. under Gov. Hadley’s 
general supervision, was laid before 
Judge George H. Williams. Judge Wil- 
liams read the paper and signed an or- 
der restraining the defendant railroads 
from putting into effect the preposed 
schedule of rates and requiring them to 
show cause before him Monday ‘why the 
injunction should not be made perma, 
nent, 

The petition and order were hurried to 
the clerk’s office, formally filed and 
copies of the orde: were placed in the 
hands of deputy sheriffs for service. 
Within ten minutes three railroads had 
been served, and practically all the oth- 
ers were served during the night. The 
few on whom service was not obtained 
were given copies of the injunction Fri- 
day morning and the 18 roads “woke 
up” to find their hands tied and a pro- 
hibition of court laid upon the execu- 
tion of the Friday midnight rate- 
changing plans. 

The petition for injunction was not 
based on the 2-cent rate law which was 
declared confiscatory by Judge McPher- 
son of the United States Court in Kan- 
sas City. It was based on the Missouri 
constitution’s clause, forbidding unlaw- 
fu. combinations and trusts.

| Circuit Attorney Acts in Night 


Proceeding to Block 3- 
Cent Fare. 





JEFFERSON CITY, April 9—That 
Congress will be asked to direct an in- 
vestigation of the Missouri rate situa- 
tion by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and that the circuit attorneys 
throughout the State should institute 
suits similar to that filed at St. Louis 
last night, asking for an injunction 
against the announced increase in pas- 
senger fares. were dicta of Gov. Had- 
ley today in a discussion of the latest 
steps taken by the State to avoid the 
enforcement of the new schedules. 

“I fee] that it is unfair for the rafl- 
roads to attempt to impose upon the 
people of Missouri a higher rate thaa 
is charged in the contiguous and sparse- 
ay settled states of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Iowa and Nebraska,’’ said the Govern- 
or. “Therefore, I have today forward- 
ed to Senators Warner and Stone and 
to Representatives Clark and Bartholdt 
figures showing the disproportionately 
high earnings on interstate traffic in 
Missouri as compared with the earnings 
on State traffic, in order that Congress 
|may, through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, institute an investigation. 

“IT have also presented the matter to 
the State Warehouse and Railroad Com- 
missioners. 

“Suits similar to that instituted by the 
Circuit Attorney in St. Louis should 
be begun by prosecuting attorneys 
throughout the State who are not par- 
ties to the case in the Federal Court. 

“The theory upon which these cases 
can rest is that a railroad corporation, 
when it is permitted to do business in 
this State, makes a contract with the 
State that it will obey the constitution 
and laws, and if it violates this con- 
tract, it can be enjoined from doing se.” 


HADLEY BLOCKS THREE-CENT 
RATE WITH STATE INJUNCTION 


The railroads of Missouri, eighteen of 
them, which had announced their inten- 
tion of putting a 3-cent trip-ticket rate 


into effect at midnight Friday, have 
found themselves unexpectedly outgen- 
eraled by Goy. Hacley, who, acting 
through Circuit Attorney Jones of St. 
Louis, obtained a State injunction re- 
straining the roads from carrying out 
their plans. 

The railroads had expected any hostile 
meve to come from Atterney-General 
Major at Jefferson City, but everything 
was quiet, apparently, at’ the Attorney- 
General’s office.

The petition and order were hurried to 
the clerk's office, formally filed and 
copies of the ordei were placed in the 
hands of deputy sheriffs for service.

The 
few on whom service was not obtained 
were given copies of the injunction Fri- 
day morning and the 18 roads “woke 
up” to find their hands tied and a pro- 
hibition of court laid upon the execu- 
tion of the Friday midnight rate- 
changing plans. 

The petition for injunction was not 
based on the 2-cent rate law which was 
declared confiscatory by Judge McPher- 
son of the United States Court in Kan- 
sax City.

L. W. Dragon, 2740A St. Vincent avenue, 
Was defeated by a clause in its 
contract, Attorney G. E. Mix won from 
Justice Thomas Stanton a decision in 
favor of his client. 

Dr. Dragon was being sued for $36.28 
for telephone service from July 1, 1908, 
to March 31, 1909. He asserted that on 
Oct, 29, at 10 a. m., the telephone com- 
pany shut off his service because he had 
not paid for the months of July, August 
and September. But following a tele- 
phone message from his wife that the 
bill would be paid the service was re- 
sumed, 

A clause in the contract stated that 
“should the telephone be discontinued 
for non-payment, the rental or other 
charges due under the contract must 
be paid before the service would be 
furnished again.” 

On this claim Attorney Mix based his 
Claim that the contract was broken, as 
it clearly stated that all previous ac- 
counts must be paid before renewal if 
Services were discontinued for non-pay- 
ment. As this was not done, the Court 
held that the mere act of the compa- 
ny’s continuing the service did not re- 
Store the contract.

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 9.—Shortly 
after Mercy Hospital was telephoned 
to at midnight Wednesday night that 
a sick man was being brought there, a 
cab was driven rapidly to the entrance 
of the hospital. The driver called for a 
stretcher. 

An unconscious man was lifted out 
of the cab by two or three men who 
were ‘with him and placed on the 
stretcher in the semi-darkness. Attend- 
ants carried the man inside and a call 
was made for those who had brought 
him there, but they had fled in the 
cab without having been seen by any- 
one in the light. Within a few minutes 
the man, whe proved to be Cornelius” 
J. Kane, died without being able to 
speak a word. 

Mr. Kane was 39 years old, head of 
the J. B. Jones Steel Co. of Pittsburg, 
and had for some yeai's been acknowl- 
edged as the leading scrap iron man 
of the city and one of the best known 
writers on iron and ‘stee] in the coun- 
try. 

Belonged to Clubs. 

Aside from being a member of the 
Pittsburg Athletic Club and the Colum- 
bus Club of this city, he was a mem- 
ber of the Catholic Club of New York, 
the Manufacturers Club of Philadelphia 
and the Union Club of Buffalo. He 
was also a member of the Sacred Heart 
Roman Catholic Church of Pittsburg 
and one of the best known church work- 
ers of the city. 

So far as the police and the Coroner 
have been able to learn, Kane, who 
left his home for Philadelphia some 
days ago, must have arrived here last 
evening, as he was known:to have been 
in Philadelphia Wednesday. 

The family of Kane has urged the 
authorities to spare no effort to solve 
the mystery. Though they say he was 
subject to heart disease, they declare 
heart disease did not cause his death.

A. A. Busch and R. Conrad, who went 
to Kansas City to meet the Busches 
and Fausts there Thursday. 

At the station to welcome the travel- 
ers were Fritz Widman, George 
Kingsbury, Adolphus Busch III and 
about fifteen brewery employes. 
Mr. Busch, who talked rapidly, stood 
and walked erect, and walked rapidly, 
said he would remain at home four 
weeks and then go to New York,

HIS STORY OF AFFAIR 


Says Enemy Threatened Him 
and Flourished Pistol Day 
of Tragedy. 


Even if Fred Mohrile, who shot and 
killed Sam J. Young last Sunday, should 
be indicated by the grand jury, which 
started an investigation of Young’s 
ceath Thursday, he believes he will 


not live to answer the charge in court, 
for “the gang’ has declared its ven- 
detta against him, he says, and put him 
under a sort of lawless 
death. He makes this declaration to the 
Post-Dispatch in the first statement he 
has made since the tragedy. 

Mohrile is at liberty under a $3000 com- 
mon law bond, which obligates him to 
answer any charge that may be brought 
against him. sie has refused to make 
any statement other than that madeto 
the police immediately after the shoot- 
ing, in which he said he had acted in 
self-defense. But Thursday he consented 
to give an interview to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

Sam Young was a constable in Jus- 
tice O’Hallaron’s court. He was well 


| educated, had studied Latin and higher 


mathematics. He knew how, on occa- 
sion, to conduct himself like a man te 
whom associations of considerable cul- 
ture were not unfamiliar. But his fa- 
miliars were mostly political heelers in 
the Fifteenth Ward, where he owned a 
saloon. 
Drended as Trouble Maker. 

He affected large diamonds and the 
style of clothes gang leaders wear when 
prosperity smiles on them. He was 
dreaded by persons of other political 
perties as a treuble-maker at the polls. 
News of his death was cheered at a 
Republican meeting the day he was 
killed. 

He was with two companions, trying 
to enter Mohrle’s coal yard, when 
Mohrie fired through a gate and the 
bullet found its way to Young’s heart, 
leaving him just life enough to stagger 
to the street and fall dead. The police 
were mystified by the apr ‘vent lack of 
motive and by the strangeness of the 
facts. 

Young had a large circle of followers, 
many of them of the type that does net 
depend on the courts to avenge wrongs, 
but who demand an eye for an eye, a 
tooth for a tooth, a life for a life, on 
their own account, dealing out ven- 
geance personally and without mercy. 

“IT know that gang,’’ Mohrie said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “I had known 
Young five or six years. We never had 
liked each other and I wouldn't do like 
a good many others did fer him—carry 
out his plans even if somebody had to 
be killed in doing it. : 

“IT used to be a Democrat, but I 
changed my politics. Whenever I need- 
ed friends it was the Republicans Who 
helped me and I came to think that I 
should vote with the men who did fa- 
vors for me. I thought that was due 
them. 

Rode in Republican Parade. 
“T rode past Young’s saloon last Sat- 


Republican parade. I guess that made 
him madder than ever. Anyway, he 
had told a friend of mine in a saloon— 
no, I won't tell the friend's name fer 
fear that he would be intimidated like 
my other’ witnesses—that I'd better net 
go to the polls election day. He said he 
would croak me if I did. 

“I knew I had better keep my eyes 
open. It wasn’t the first time I had 
suffered through him or his friends. On 
the night of Aug. 23, 1908—it was abeut 
9:30 p. m.—I was in the coal yard and 
a dozen of Young’s gang ran in and beat 
me up with their guns. One feilew 
stuck his gun at my chest and snapped 
it, but it didn’t go off. I broke away 
and ran in a house next door. Some 
women there stood around me and kep: 
the gang from killing me. 

“Last Sunday Yeung and several fel- 
lows tried te get in at the front gate 
ef my coal yard. I told the men in the 
sard not to let them in. I thought tney 
had gone away. The next thing I knew 
somebody hollered “Look out, Yellow, 
he’ll get you.’ (Mohrle’s nickname is 
Yellow Kid.) I looked up and saw 
Young’s head and shoulders above the 
gate. He had a blue steel pistol in his 
hand. Just as I loeked up he fired.” 

“I ran into the office and got my 
own gun. He had disappeared, so I 
shot at the gate where he had been. 
I don’t know how many shots I fired, 
but it must have been five, for all the 
cartridges in my gun were discharged. ' 

The. grand jury Friday examined the 
blue steel revolver found under Young’s 
body. Orly one cartridge had been dis- 
charged, and it was observed that the 
cartridges, although of the same caliber 

as the weapon, were teo long for it and

“A friend borrowed my horse and bug- 
gy yesterday. When he drove back with 
it he left the horse out in front while he 
went in to thank me. Before he left 
somebody stole the horse.

“They are after me and I’m a marked 
man. But it was either me or Young 





and I don’t think I did wrong to protect 
myself. Why, it was absurd to say that 
Young came to my place for a bottle of 
beer. I was not his friend and his/ lid 
club wasn’t but two blocks away, 
where he could have gotten all the beer 
he wanted any time he wanted it. 

“My witnesses were intimidated and 
told that they would be gotten if they 
testified for me. Otherwise I would 
have been freed by the Coroner’s jury.” 

Two witnesses sumomned by the grand 
jury failed to appear Friday and po- 
licemen and detectives were sent to look 
for them. 

Mohrle is reputed ‘to be worth about 
$10,000. He is martied and has one child, 
Willie, 6 years old. Mrs. Mohrle, ever 





since Young’s death, has lived in an 
atmosphere of dread. She says she does 
not know when she telis her husband 
good-by as he leaves the house whether 
she’ll ever see him alive again. 

“IT have a feeling in my heart,” she 
says, “that something dreadful is go- 
ing to happen, and I keep looking for it 
and expecting it all the time.” 

Every quick footstep, every sadow on 
her doorstep makes her heart beat 
faster. But’she has not asked her hus- 
band to leave St. Louis.

They are too old to work in the 
offices and stores and too independent to go to the 
Poorhouse to become a burden on the public, They 
do china painting and fancy needlework in their 
spare moments and give these productions as prizes. 
Mrs. Lee says they only give two or three prizes 
for every 50 players. This shows her ignorance of 
how these parties are conducted. The majority give 
a prize for every table and as only three play at a 
table, as a rule, there would be no less than 19 prizes 
for every 50 players, so that one player in every three 
would get a prize. A great many ladies make a 
scanty living by giving these euchre partiés, who, 
if they were forced to quit, would be absolutely 
thrown on the charity of the world. Let us be fair 
and not condemn them.

NEW ALLIANCE FORMED 





It Means Revival of Indepen- 
dent Movement Against 
Theatrical Syndicate. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 





NEW YORK, Aoril 9.—With the an. 
nouncement by the Messrs. Shubert 
that they had withdrawn from the 
Theatrical Managers’ Association, there 
was fired the first gun in what will un- 
doubtedly be one of the greatest’ battles 
in the history of the theatrical industry 
in this country. It was not unexpected. 

Since the advent of the Shuberts and 
their’ financial backers into the theatri- 
cal business they have been the object 
of much concern to, the members 6f the 
syndicate composed of Messrs. Klaw & 
Erlanger, Nixon & Zimmerman, Charles 
Frohman and Al Hayman. Klaw & Er- 
longer and the Shuberts have griev- 
ances of long standing, and it has been 
intimated that A. L. Erlanger, who ar- 
rives tomorrow from a trip abroad, had 
himself expected to begin the first oper- 
ations looking to the exclusion of Shu- 
bert productions from every syndicate 
house in the country. But the Shuberts 
have been preparing for the fight, and, 


jaccording to Lee Shubert, it will be a 


“thorough one.’’ 

’ Will Form Strong New Alliance. 

A new managers’ association will be 
formed in this city, according to Mr. 
Shubert. It will be another syndicate, 
and the Shubert brothers’ organization, 
which is backed by Congressman Rhin- 
ock of Ohio, will be the dominant fac- 
tor in it. Max Anderson, who is asso- 
Clated with the Shuberts in the man- 
agement of the Hippodrome, has also 
withdrawn from the old association. 

The intimation by the Shuberts that 
they purpose to: “go it alone,”’ will, it 
is thought, force to an issue the atti- 
tude of David Belasco. He will now have 
to choose between the syndicate and the 
proposed new association. 

The Shubert brothers are incorporated 
as S. 8. and Lee Shubert and they are 
the yeungest corporation in the theatri- 
cal business of this country. Though 
they have allowed David Belasco and 
Harrison Grey Fiske “bookings’’ in the 
theaters controlled by them, they have 
never professed faith in the independ- 
ent movement as it is represented by 
Mr. Belasco. 


Shuberts Control Many Theaters. 
Since the death of “Sam’’ Shubert the 


relations between a few members of the 
syndicate and the Shubert firm have 
been strained by a series of incidents, 
some of a personal nature, most of them 
purely matters of business transactions. 
The Shuberts control 40 theaters. 

They expect to have control of the 
booking of 15 houses in this city by 
next September. They now control 
more theaters in the theatrical] district 
proper than any single firm of their 
competitors. The most prominent are 
the Casino, Lyric, Herald Square, Ma- 
jestic and Maxine Elliott’s. 

The Shuberts, whose financial backing 
has always been a fruitful source of 
gossip among theatrical people, have 
held an excellent reputation for a keen 
insight inito public taste and a facility 
for organizing. The most prominent 
capitalist in their varied enterprises 
has been Congressman Rhinock. Max 
Anderson represents the company 
formed to support them in directing the 
hippodrome, 


Valve of Shubert Interests. 
From an unofficial source it was 


learned that the business of the Shu- 
bert brothers and tl Shubert theatrical 
company is valued at between $10,000,000 
and $15,000,000, including their various 
theaters, leases of sites, structures, their 
numerous houses in this“city, 27 com- 
panies and the Hippodrome. According 
to their representative, they expect to 
have 60 companies next season. The 
more prominent players under their di- 
rection are E. H. Sothern, Julia Mar- 
lowe, John Mason, Bertha - Galland, 
Mary Mannering, Eddie Foy, James T. 
Powers and Jefferson de Angelis. 

The Garrick Theater, their St. Louis 
house, will probably pley all their first- 
Class attractions hereafter, also those of 
the preducing managers in alliance with 
them.

Railroads Have Six Months in 
_ Which to Make Contest 
in Courts.

Mayor Believes Litigation Will 
Result in Greater Good 
iG Katy.)

Legal resistance is expected from the 
Missouri Pacific and Frisco railroads 
te the Tower Grove grade crossing or- 
dinances, following their approval by 
Mayor Wells. 

Six months’ time is allowed in the 
ordinances for the roads to begin lower- 
ing of the tracks at the Vandeventer 
avenue and Manchester road crossings, 
the cost to be met by the railroads. 
Within that time, the statements of rail- 
road officials indicate, the matter will 
be taken to the courts. 

That the Mayor anticipated, and some- 
what hoped for such resistance is. shown 
by a letter written by him to C. S. Clark, 
vice-president of the Missouri Pacific, 
in which he says: “It 1s my impression 
that the enactment of this law may re- 
sult in a compromise measure which will 
prove of still greater benefit to the peo- 
ple at large, as well as,satisfactory to 
the railroad interests.’ , 

Many Objections Heard. 

During the nine days that Mayor 
Wells had the bills under consideration 
practically every interest affected by 
the depression of the tracks was heard. 
[wo associations of citizens in the neigh- 
borhood of Tewer Grove advocated the 
measure, while the railroads and all the 
large industrial concerns with plants 
and switches between Chouteau avenue 
and King’s highway protested vigor- 
ously. 

Street Commissioner Travilla’s recom- 
mendation that the billg be signed out- 
weighed all the objections raised by the 
railroads and manufacturers and 
trompted Mayor Wells to give his ap- 
proval. Mayor Wells believes that the 
enforcement of these ordinances will 
hasten abolition of all the dangerous 
crossings, including those at Cheuteau 
avenue, Sarah street and the Wabash 
tracks, Delmar boulevard and the Wa- 
bash tracks and several others. 


Work to Be Complete Dec. 31, 1910. 
The ordinances require the work to be 


completed before Dec.. 31, 1910. The op- 
eration of trains, cars or engines over 
any of the streets named in. the bills 
after that date will be a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of $250 to $500. 
Employes who violate the ordinance are 
liable to a fine of $50 to $28. Every 
day of the railroad’s failure to comply 
with the law is to constitute a sepa- 
rate offense. 

The ordinances just signed make no 
provisions as to the manner in which 


pression, except that retaining walls are 
to be built to prevent the collapse of 
the embankments. 

In addition to lowering their roadbeds, 
the railroads will have to build and 
maintain a viaduct at the intersedtions 
of Tower Grove avenue, Old Manches- 
ter road and Park avenue with the 
tracks. The roads on which the bur- 
den of the expense will fall are the Mis- 
souri Pacific, Iron Mountain and Frisco. 
The present grades of the streets will 
not be disturbed and the citv will have 
to meet but a small share of the ex- 
pense. 

The bills just passed were prepared 
by HMrank H. Gerhart, chairman of 
the grade’ crossing committee of the 
Real Bstate Exchange, aod were intro- 
duced in the Council by Councilman 
Cramer. After passing that branch of 
the Assembly, they were sent to the 
House of Delegates and held there for 
two months before being passed just 
prior to final adjournment. 

Eand of Lomg Fight. 

Several attempts have been made in 
the past to legislate against the grade 
crossing at Tower Grove, but all failed. 
A bill was passed both by the Council 
and House of Delegates two years ago, 
but on the last day of the session Fred 
Wiedmer, defeated Tuesday for re-elec- 
tion to the House, obtained a reconsid- 
eration of the vote in his branch and 
caused the measure’s defeat. 

A bill contemplating a subway at 
Tower Grove passed the Council last 
summer, but it, too, Was reconsidered 
and defeated, on motion of Councilman 
Cramer... All the ownérs of property in 
the vicinity except the manufacturers 
opposed a subway.

Banker Tells Commercial Club 
East Side City Will Near 
Second Place in 1910. 


In discussing the growth of Fast St. 
Louis and its bearings on the census of 
1910, H. D. Sexton, president of the 
Southern Illinois National Bank, told 
members of the East St. Louis Commer- 
cial Club Thursday night at the Elks’ 
Club that East St. Louis had jumped 
from the sixteenth city in population in 
Illinois to the third city since 1890, and 
that in 1910 it would make the race for 
second place interesting for Peoria. 

He quoted figures, and at the conclu- 
sion of his address the members were 
so pleased with the statistics that they 
authorized Mr. Sexton to have his ad- 
dress printed for circulation, with the 
indorsement of the club. 

“East St. Louis’ clothes of 10 years ago 
don't fit now,” Mr. Sexton said. “We 
need a new suit made to order, and not 
hand-me-downs. 

“St. Louis used to know East St. 
Louis as a good place to fish and gather 
persimmons. In a short time they will 
seee a string of their atuomobiles cross- 
ing the Mads Bridge and traversing our 
boulevards and park system. On ac- 
count ‘of the State line, St. Louis and 
East St. Louis are divided politically, 
but our business and commercial inter- 
ests are the same. 

“During the last ten years our rate 
of increase has been greater than any 
other city in Illinois, and greater than 
almost any other city in the United 
States. In 1890 East St. Louis was rated 
as the one hundred and fifty-fourth 
city in the United States in population. 
In 1900 we had jumped to one hundred 
and thirty-seventh place. In 1906 we 
were one hundred and sixteenth. We 
‘will pass several cities in the census 
of 1910 and- will be rated in the list 
of the 100 largest cities in the country. 

Soon to Have 100,000, 

“It is a conservative statement that 
we now have a population of 55,000, and 
we are hustling for 100,000, and with the 


‘help of the Commercial Club we soon 


will have it.’’ 

Thomas A. Clark, dean of the under- 
graduates of the University of Illinois, 
whose address followed Mr. Sexton’s, 
commented on the 100,000 idea, saying 
“any aggregation that wants to hustle 
ought to be encouraged.” 

The boys of the graduating class of 
the East St. Louis High School and 
several principals of East Side public 
schools applauded the remarks of Prof. 
Clark at the close of his speech. The 
students and teachers were guests of 
the Commercial Club in honor of the 
visiting educator. 

“As Americans, we are not so well 
educated as some other nationalities,’’ 
Prof. Clark said. “But Americans are 
as willing to spend money for the edu- 
cation of their children as any nation on 
earth.’’ 

He told of the successful experiments 
at the various experimental stations of 
the university, and said they had proved 
that it is now possible to burn Illinois 
coal without smoke. The process has 
rot been brought to such a commercial! 
success yet that it would be correct to 
say the smoke nuisance in cities can 
be entirely abated, he declared. 


Prof. C referring to college ath- 
letics “hiecies, said: 


“A thoroughly honorable, amaih and 
influential athletic director molds the 
character of the students morally as 
well as physically. University and col- 
lege societies are the best helps the in- 
structors have in preserving correct dis- 
cipline in the schools.’’
